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Hunger crisis as use 
of Foodbank soars 


A CHARITY providing emergency food 
parcels to hard-up households across 
Harlow is experiencing a huge surge in 
demand as Government welfare refo¬ 
rms begin to hit struggling families in 
the pocket. 

Harlow Foodbank has warned of a 
growing crisis after seeing the number of 
people using its services rocket by 54 per 
cent this year - an increase of 92 people 
per month. 

According to the charity, which has fed 
more than 8,000 people since its launch 
in April 2009, more than 60 per cent of 
referrals are due to some form of benefit 
change or delay. 

And the organisation’s director of 
community services, Gary Knott, told 
the Star the situation would only get 
worse over the next few 
weeks as families 
struggle to feed their 
children through the 
school holidays. 

“In these challenging 
and difficult economic 
times more and more 
people are coming to 
the foodbank for help and support, 
especially when they are faced with 
higher shopping, fuel and utility bill 
charges,” he said. “Many others have 
seen their benefits challenged and/or 
amended, which has had a major impact 
on their day to day lives. 

“In the first four months of this year 
Harlow Foodbank has seen referrals 
increase by 92 people per month and to 
support this we now need over 3.5 tonnes 
of donated food each month.” 

Over the course of the last financial 
year the charity collected and distributed 
over 22 tonnes of donated food through 
its referral system. It now feeds an 
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average of 264 people in crisis each 
month (201 adults & 63 children). 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s prospective par¬ 
liamentary candidate for Harlow, brand¬ 
ed the spike in referrals an “outrage”. 

“I have seen for myself what a great job 
the food bank does,” she said. “However, 
I sincerely wish there was no need for 
foodbanks and that is why I will fight to 
get people a decent living wage. 

“Many families in Harlow are facing a 
cost of living crisis every day. That is an 
outrage in 2013 and it is why I’m proud of 
Labour’s promise of wages to keep pace 
with the rising cost of living.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon admitted the 
statistics were “worry¬ 
ing”, but insisted the 
Government was 
working to minimise 
the impact of welfare 
reforms by speeding up 
the processing of 
claims. 

“Increased use of 
food banks isn’t just about Government 
policy,” he said. “The price of food 
continues to rise, and the numbers of 
foodbanks have been increasing fast 
across Europe. 

“Yet in difficult times the Government 
is doing everything it can to help with the 
cost of living. Changes to the personal 
allowance, for example, mean that 
households are on average better off by 
£582 this year.” 

Harlow Foodbank is currently looking 
for 500 people to donate £1 or more each 
month to support its work in the 
community.

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Teen stabbed in late-night attack

The victim, who is believed to 
be from Harlow, was taken to 
Addenbrookes Hospital in 
Cambridge after sustaining 
what police have described as 
“serious but not life-threatening” 
injuries in the attack. 

The incident happened in the 
Kingsland area at around 
10.30pm. 

A parcel of woodland at 


Abercrombie Way was 
cordoned off by police 
yesterday (Wednesday) as 
forensics officers combed the 
area. 

An 18-year-old man and a 
14-year-old boy from Harlow 
and a 14-year-old boy from 
Lincolnshire were arrested on 
suspicion of causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

All three were still being 
questioned by officers at 
Harlow Police Station as the 
Star went to press.

Chef to stand 
trial for pub car 
park stabbing 

A CHINESE chef accused of 
stabbing his Harlow neighbour 
three times in a pub car park 
will stand trial later this year. 

Father-of-four Kamhung Lee 
(50), of Spring Hills, Harlow, 
denies inflicting grievous 
bodily harm with intent on 
Perry Hill (26) outside The 
Shark in Hobtoe Road in the 
early hours of June 1. 

Lee, a British citizen who has 
been in the UK for 29 years, 
appeared at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Monday. He entered 
his plea of not guilty through a 
Cantonese interpreter. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub 
remanded Lee in custody until 
the start of his trial, which is 
scheduled to begin in late 
October. 

Mr Hill was stabbed twice in 
the stomach, sustaining 
damage to his colon and liver, 
and in the top of his thigh. He 
spent 11 days in hospital after 
surgery. 


Retired GP dies in 
London bike crash 


COLLEAGUES and patients of a 
former Harlow GP who was killed 
when his bike was hit by a lorry 
while cycling to work in north 
London have paid tribute to a 
“kind and caring doctor”. 

Dr Clive Richards (67), who 
worked at the Lister Medical 
Centre at Staple Tye for 33 years, 
died after going into cardiac arrest 
following the collision in Archway 
last Monday. 

The semi-retired GP had been on 
his way to work at the Hornsey 
Rise GP group practice when the 
accident happened. 

As news of his death reached 
Harlow, shocked former patients 
paid tribute to him on the Star’s 
website and Facebookpage. 

Reader Patsy Dye said: “Such sad 
news - Dr Richards was our family 
GP. 
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“He was the very best GP - kind, 
caring and would listen to any 
health concerns you had. There 
are very few GPs like him - thinking 
of his family at a very sad 
time.” 

Jane Yell posted: “Just 
seen this - such sad 
news. He was the nicest 
GP I’ve ever had. 

“I remember him when I 
was a child pulling up his 
chair close to me and talking 
to me!” 

Liane Paul wrote: “Very 
sad to read about Dr 
Richards. He was my 
family’s doctor for over 
30 years at Lister 
Medical Centre. RIP 


to a lovely man.” 

After leaving Harlow, Dr Richards 
was a GP at Hornsey Rise surgery 
for seven years before going into 
semi-retirement and working as a 
part-time locum a few months 
ago. 

His former colleagues at Lister 
Medical Centre described him 
^ as a “dear friend and dedicated 
doctor.” 

Dr Miranda Roberts said: 
“He was a greatly respected 
colleague and a dedicated 
and caring GP to the 
Harlow community. 
“This is a very sad 
loss felt by all his 
colleagues here at 
the practice. Our 
thoughts are with 
his family at this 
sad time.”

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Two years on and still no 
sign of the Enterprize Zone 

SIR, On August 17 it will be two years since 
the Government green-lit the West Essex 
Enterprise Zone in Harlow. We were told 
this would support over 100 businesses, 
and 2,500-5,000 jobs. 

A key element of the zone would be the 
old Nortel site in London Road, which was 
80 per cent vacant and which includes two 
large, open-plan office buildings that could 
quickly, easily, and cheaply be refurbished 
for new tenants.

Community allotment feedback has been nothing but positive 


SIR, I would like make a few points in response 
to the letters printed in the Star regarding the 
community Allotment at Five Acres,. 

The area was previously unusable due to the 
disgusting amount of dog excrement (twenty- 
five separate piles on the day we started 
digging) that has always blighted the land. 
Should it come into contact with the eye it can 
cause blindness so this is a serious danger to 
local children. 

Some of the land was also covered in years 
of bramble-growth, much of which extended 
into people’s garages via gaps in the corrugated 
rooftops. People had been dumping all sorts 
of rubbish into those brambles for years, none 
of which was being removed by the council. 
There were also stinging nettles which couldn’t 
be mown properly due to the uneven growth of 
bramble. 

All this made the area a disaster zone for young 
children and hardly a pleasant experience for 
adults. 

For clarity’s sake, the bridleway itself has 
remained untouched by us; there remains 
ample room for council workmen to do their 
job and for horses to pass by, as they often do. 



I set up our Facebook community page on the 
day we started digging the vegetable patch and 
we were helped on that day by a local teenager 
and by other children in the days that followed. 
The allotment - which has taken an incredible 
amount of people’s time, money and effort - 
was always intended for the community; the 
assumption that it became such by default is 
rather insulting. 

We’ve already delivered lettuces to local 
houses numerous times and shared tomatoes, 
strawberries and broad beans with people 
(mainly children) who’ve helped us as well 
as several passers-by, but for the most part 
we’re still waiting for things to grow or ripen. 


However, we hope to start cropping enough 
within the next week or two to hold an open 
day so that local people can come and see the 
plants in the polytunnels, taste some salad 
crops with a buffet or barbecue, and take some 
produce home. 

We’ll invite all Five Acres residents once 
we have enough produce to go around. In 
the meantime, please feel free to come and 
collect food while we water everything late 
evening - there are currently some courgettes 
and tomatoes ready,and we should have a few 
cucumbers ready this week. 

Finally, I can only apologise for the barbecue 
being left out during the early stages of creating 
the allotment. It basically fell apart and was left 
where it was so we could continue using it over 
the following weeks as we were often working 
all day and late into the evening. 

I’ve honestly had nothing but positive 
feedback from everyone I’ve spoken to, 
whether local residents or passers-by simply 
making a comment on the changes taking 
place. The local children certainly love it.

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Harlow MP blasts ‘ruthless’ Tesco 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
has branded Tesco “ruthless” 
after wading into the row over 
the supermarket giant’s use of 
overseas workers. 

The Tory backbencher was 
reacting to comments made 
by Labour’s shadow 
immigration minister Chris 
Bryant, who accused the firm 
of failing to offer British 
workers equal employment 
opportunities. 

The row was sparked in part 
by Tesco’s decision to close its 
distribution centre at 
Pinnacles in Harlow and 
transfer operations to 
Dagenham. 

Although Mr Halfon said he 
agreed in principle with Mr 


Bryant’s point, he claimed 
successive Labour 
governments had to shoulder 
the blame for creating a “mess 
of uncontrolled immigration 
and cheap labour.”. 

“Years of uncontrolled 
immigration happened under 
[Labour’s] watch and they 
also signed the EU directives 
that allowed big companies 
like Tesco to hire overseas 
workers on the cheap,” he 
said. 

“Saying that, it’s clear to me 
that Tesco have acted 
ruthlessly, unfairly and quite 
disgracefully in their 
treatment of Harlow workers. 

“Their attitude has been one 
of ‘pile the money high, sell 


the workers cheap’.” 

But Labour PPC for Harlow 
Suzy Stride hit back, claiming 
she and former Harlow MP 
Bill Rammell had worked 
closely with trade union 
USDAW to protect workers’ 
employment conditions. 

“There have been problems 
with recruitment practices at 
the Tesco site for some years, 
and I - and previously Bill 
Rammell - have worked hard 
with USDAW to try to protect 
the employment terms and 
conditions of local workers. 

“What we need from this 
Tory-led Government is action 
to protect workers - including 
stricter enforcement of the 
minimum wage.” 


Third time lucky 
for Aldi plans? 



PLANS for Harlow’s long- 
awaited Aldi store were set to 
be rubberstamped last night 
(Wednesday) as revised pro¬ 
posals for a supermarket in 
The Stow went before Harlow 
Council’s development man¬ 
agement committee. 

The German retailer was 
hoping it would be third ( 
time lucky after being forced 
to scrap its last two applica¬ 
tions for the redvelopment of 
the former car showroom site 
on Howard Way. 

Last December committee 
members turned down a sec¬ 
ond set of plans for the 900 sq 
m store and 70-space car park, 
citing its “failure to integrate” 
with the rest of the shopping 
precinct as the primary rea¬ 
son for their refusal to back 
the project. 

This followed Aldi’s with¬ 
drawal of its original plans for 
the site - which included a 
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block of residential flats - in 
early 2010 after the firm 
declared the project “unvia- 
ble” because of the downturn 
in the housing market.

But despite having to go 
back to the drawing board 
twice, the company has 
remained committed to The 
Stow. 

In May this year it submitted 
its third and latest set of pro¬ 
posals, which have now been 
recommended for committee 
approval by the authority’s 
planning officers. 


Speaking to the Star this 
week, Aldi property director 
Adam Ward said: “We are very 
pleased the latest scheme is 
recommended for approval 
and hope the committee will 
grant planning permission. 

“It was very disappointing 
the last application was 
refused and, whilst we didn’t 
agree, we are committed to 
investing in The Stow and 
have worked extremely hard 
to overcome the refusal rea¬ 
sons and welcome officers’ 
confirmation these have now 
all been fully addressed. 

“We firmly believe the pro¬ 
posals will bring considerable 
benefits, including regenerat¬ 
ing the site, much needed 
choice and competition, as 
well as creating 30 new jobs. 

“We continue to be very 
encouraged by the over¬ 
whelming public support for a 
new ALDI at The Stow.” 


Police appeal over sex assault 


DETECTIVES have released a 
CCTV image of a man from 
Harlow who they want to 
question in connection with 
an alleged rape in a Basildon 
nightclub. 

The victim - an 18-year-old 
woman from Romford - 
claims she was sexually 
assaulted in a seating area 
behind the DJ stand at the 
Liquid nightclub in Festival 
Leisure Park between lam 
and 2am on Sunday, June 30. 

Senior investigating officer 
DI Chris Bradford said: “We 
are now concentrating on 
obtaining the identity and the 
whereabouts of the man 


through the release of a CCTV 
image which we have secured 
from the nightclub.” 

The man captured by CCTV 
is described as white, of slim 
build and and approximately 
5ft llins tall. He is thought to 
be aged in his early 20s. 

At the time of the incident, 
he was wearing a blue 
checked-shirt, skinny jeans 
and thick, dark-rimmed 
spectacles.

Barn Mead blaze suspect’s bail extended 


A MAN arrested in connection with the arson 
attack in Harlow which claimed the lives of a 
mother and her five children has had his bail 
extended until September 16. 

The suspect, who has not been named by 
police, was arrested in May on suspicion of 
murder, attempted murder, arson and burgla¬ 
ry following the fatal house fire in Barn Mead 
on October 15 last year. 

Sabah Usmani (44) and children Hira (12), 


Sohaib (11), Muneeb (9), Rayyan (6) and 
Maheen (3) all died after the blaze ripped 
through the family’s end-of-terrace home. The 
children’s father, Dr Abdul Shakoor, survived 
after jumping from an upstairs window to 
raise the alarm. 

Last month Dr Shakoor returned to 
Abbotsweld School - where his three sons were 
pupils - to unveil memorials dedicated to the 
memory of his wife and children. 


Council leader calls 
for Kier ‘strike’ talks

THE Labour leader of Harlow 
Council this week called on 
the management of Kier 
Harlow to hold urgent talks 
with local trade unions to 
head off the threat of strike 
action over a change to work¬ 
ers’ monthly pay dates. 

Cllr Mark Wilkinson has 
written to the company after 
the Kier Group announced it 
would change pay dates from 
the 15th of the month to 28th. 

Union leaders said they 
feared further reviews of 
wages and conditions could 
be in the pipeline. 

The Union of Construction 
and Allied Trades and 
Technicians sent out ballot 
papers to members urging 
them to support industrial 
action - including a walkout. 

This week Cllr Wilkinson 
said: “I want to see this situa¬ 
tion resolved urgently for the 
sake of both residents and 
the workers. 

“I am concerned that strike 
action could lead to disrup¬ 
tion to not only services Kier 
Harlow provide, like keeping 
the town clean and maintain¬ 
ing council housing, but also 
to its employees and their 
families, many of whom are 
also residents of the town. 

“There needs to be local 
negotiation on this matter 
and discussions need to take 
place now with the trade 
unions to try and find an 
amicable resolution.” 

Kier employs more than 400 
people locally and is respon¬ 
sible for the repair and main¬ 
tenance of all council-owned 
homes as well as landscaping, 
hedge-trimming and rubbish 
clearance across the town. Its 
contract with the council is 
worth around £20m a year. 

Steve Murphy, general sec¬ 
retary of UCATT, said: “Kier 
has failed to enter into mean¬ 
ingful negotiation with 
UCATT. The company’s deci¬ 
sion to impose this change 
without agreement means 
members now believe that 
undertaking industrial action

A WOMAN accused of setting a 
dog on a man in a Harlow street 
walked free from court after the 
alleged victim failed to turn up. 

Emma Cooke (30), of Arkwrights, 
Harlow, was formally cleared by 
magistrates. 

The court was told efforts to 
trace Mark Parrott came to noth¬ 
ing after police told the prosecu¬ 
tion they did not have the man¬ 
power to make contact with him 
in time for the hearing. 

Refusing a prosecution request 
for an adjournment of the case, 
chairman of the bench Lesley 
Long told Ms Cooke she was “free 
to go.” 

Ms Cooke’s lawyer, Nicola Pope, 
had earlier told the court that he 
case against Ms Cooke was “a 
weak one.” She said her client had 
taken part in an identification 
parade but had not been picked 
out. 

She also said that allegations 
made in court were inadmissible. 

“The Crown have not done their 
job in this particular case,” said 
Ms Pope. “They had eight months 
to get their case ready and it is not. 

“You are being asked to prolong a 
case and it is not in the interests of 
justice. She has been on bail for a 
very long time.” 

Prosecutor Shelley Deutsch told 
the court that police had been

contacted to try to find Mr Parrott 
and get him to court but said they 
had “no-one available” and could 
not give the court a time when 
they would be able to attempt to 
contact him. 

Describing what was alleged to 
have happened, Miss Deutsch said 
that Mr Parrott had been walking 
along the street when two men 
and a woman with a dog turned 
round and one of the men “started 
on Mr Parrott.” 

He had asked if Mr Parrott was 
looking at him to which Mr Parrott 
replied he was not. However, Miss 
Deutsch said the man “continued 
to have a go.” 

She continued: “After the woman 
said ‘let’s go’ the confrontation 
between the two men continued 
before the woman turned round 
and punched Mr Parrott in the 
face for no apparent reason. 

“She then commanded the dog 
to bite Mr Parrott and it duly did. 
He suffered an injury to his head 
and had a bloodied bite mark on 
the top of his thigh. 

“It was a totally unprovoked 
attack on someone who was walk¬ 
ing along the street. The issue is 
one of identification.” 


Ambulance service stung by calls to insect bites 


AMBULANCE service chiefs are ask¬ 
ing people to think before calling 999 
when they get bitten or stung by 
insects this summer. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust received 15 emer¬ 
gency 999 calls last Wednesday from 
people who had been stung by wasps 
or bees. 

None of the calls were from people 
who had suffered a severe allergic 
reaction to the sting and no-one 
required transport to hospital or further 
treatment from ambulance crews. 

Marcus Bailey, consultant para¬ 
medic for EEAST, said: “Most insect 
bites and stings, although they can be 
painful, are not dangerous and can be 
treated at home. In order to help 
reduce the volume of 999 calls and to 
improve the availability of ambulanc¬ 
es to those members of the public 


who are suffering from serious ill¬ 
nesses and injuries, we’re urging peo¬ 
ple to consider whether their sting is 
really an emergency. 

“In the majority of cases, stings can 
be treated at home in the first instant.

If your symptoms persist over several 
days then we’d advise you to contact 
your GP. Alternatively your local 
pharmacist may be able to advise you 
further on what treatment would be 
best for you.” 

EEAST has issued some basic tips on 
how to treat bites and stings at home 
in order to help reduce the 999 calls 


they receive on the issues. 

Marcus explains: “To treat a bite or 
sting at home, try washing it with 
water and applying a cold compress 
to help reduce itchiness and swelling. 
For bee stings, you can remove the 
sting itself with tweezers. If it’s pain¬ 
ful, over-the-counter tablets such as 
antihistamines and paracetamol can 
help. There are also creams and 
sprays available at the pharmacist. 

“Naturally there are some cases 
when someone will suffer a severe 
allergic reaction to a sting. 

“If there is swelling or itching any¬ 
where else on the body after being 
bitten or stung, or if the person is 
wheezing or have difficulty swallow¬ 
ing, they may need emergency medi¬ 
cal treatment so it’s vital in these 
cases that 999 is dialled as soon as 
possible.”

PAH leading the 
way in Friends 
and Family Test 

NATIONAL newspapers 
have been full of stories 
about hospital accident 
and emergency 
departments failing to 
reach a national target of 
treating 95 per cent of 
patients within a four- 
hour time period. 

But Princess Alexandra 
Hospital is not only hitting 
the target regularly but 
has just finished top in the 
whole country for patients 
saying they would be 
happy for friends and 
family to be treated in the 
Harlow hospital’s casualty 
department. 

PAH has a very busy A&E 
that has been even busier 
during the recent spell of 
hot weather. 

In lune it achieved a 
score of 81 in the 


Government’s ‘Friends and 
Family Test’, with a large 
enough patient sample to 
make it significant and 
lead the country for A&E 
results. 

The Friends and Family 
score of 82 for the entire 
hospital, just released 
nationally, also put PAH 
among the frontrunners 
for all hospitals in the east 
of England. 

The A&E result follows 
major reorganisation led 
by doctors and staff, who 
set about simplifying 
patient procedures, 
putting in one clear 


reception and took out 
four old-style cubicles. 

Comfortable recliner 
chairs were also brought in 
for patients waiting for test 
and scan results. 

The hospital trust backed 
building work and 
improvements to the tune 
of £500,000. 

In an extremely busy A&E 
department it is hard to 
please everyone all the 
time, with more urgent 
cases rightly taking 
priority. 

But it is reassuring that 
Harlow is now doing better 
than most. 


Commuters’ fury 
at rail price hike 


COMMUTERS in Harlow were left wondering 
where they will find the extra money for their 
train fares next year after it was announced 
that ticket prices will rise by an average of 4.1 
per cent. 

The charges, to be implemented in lanuary, 
will see some paying out more for their travel 
than their mortgage. 

The cost of a standard monthly season ticket 
from Harlow Town to London Liverpool Street 
currently ranges from £282-£394. After the 
increase they could have to fork out an extra 
£192 a year. 

Greater Anglia, which took 
over services on the Liverpool 
Street-Cambridge line through 
Harlow in February 2012, was 
named Train Operator of the 
Year last year. 

But some rail users expressed 
their anger at the increase on social network 
sites Twitter and Facebook. @adamjames- 
smithl tweeted: “They already price us out of 
using them regularly” while @camportland 
said: “Greater Anglia is awful as well”. 

And in a comment posted on the Star’s web¬ 
site, dazza 1412 said: “Another good reason 
why I will not give up my car for public trans¬ 
port.”

The Trades Union Congress said the increas¬ 
es equated to a 40 per cent rise in prices since 
2008 and claimed that fare rises were going 
into the pockets of the shareholders of private 
rail companies instead of being used to fund 
service improvements, 

But according to the Association of Train 
Operating Companies, only 3p in every £1 
spent on train tickets is profit. 

Track and station mainte¬ 
nance account for 48p, 
staffing and train compa¬ 
nies’ running costs account 
for 17p each, lip goes on 
leasing rolling stock and 
train fuel eats up 4p in every 
£ 1 . 

Transport Secretary Patrick McLoughlin 
said: “Running the railways is a hugely expen¬ 
sive business. The taxpayer overall is still put¬ 
ting in huge amounts of money and I’m afraid 
the passenger also has to make his contribu¬ 
tion. 

“We’re driving up the levels of investment so 
people get more reliable train services and 
better facilities as well.”

Nuturing children’s 
interest in wildlife 



ADAM FrosT has already urged people to think 
about wildlife at this year's RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show, but the gold medal-winning garden 
designer isn't done with his campaigning yet. 

He is now urging parents to get their children 
into the great outdoors this summer and help 
reverse the decline of British wildlife. 

The State of Nature report, carried out by a 
coalition of conservation organisations, recently 
revealed that 60% of British wildlife is in decline, 
while at the same time, a further research found 
two thirds of British school children want to be 
taught more about gardening and to engage with 
the outdoors. 

"I have four children aged between six and 16, 
who all have a keen interest in nature,” says Frost, 
who designed the Homebase 'Sowing The Seeds 
Of Change' garden at the RHS Chelsea Flow 
Show. "The garden is at the heart of our home, 
where many memories are made while children are 
growing up. 

"I've spent lots of time with my own children 
both in my own garden and in the wider 
countryside. We do things together like going on 
country walks, growing and picking fruit and bird 
spotting - the list is endless.” 

Encouraged by these thoughts, Frost has now 
come up with a plan for parents on how to bring 
their children into the garden and to attract 
wildlife at the same time. 

■ Create a planting plan. Mix together plants 
that are both beneficial to people and wildlife, 


such as fruits, vegetables and herbs, with shrubs 
and perennial herbaceous plants, to create an area 
where there is produce for humans and wildlife. 
Recommended plants that attract wildlife include 
sunflowers, wild strawberries, thyme, herbs and 
firethorn shrubs which offer nectar and berries to a 
range of wildlife. 

■ Grow a selection of salad crops. This 
requires regular attention and will give children 
something to focus on right up until they eat them. 
Seeds should be watered every evening and given 
plant food once a week. Lettuce and other salad 
leaves can be sown in spring and summer. 

■ Go seed collecting. Look closely for plants in 
your borders where flower heads have fallen off 
and seeds are growing. If the seeds are brown, get 
the children to help you pick them and put them 
in a warm place to dry out ready to plant for next 
spring. 

■ Create a compost heap. This is a great way 
of encouraging kids to recycle garden waste and 
also helps them understand the natural cycle of 
growth and decay. Create three tightly fixed walls 
in your chosen area and begin filling it with organic 
materials such as grass clippings, weeds, straw, 
manure, shredded newspaper, kitchen waste, plant 
cuttings and soft prunings. 

■ Take games outdoors. Go on a treasure hunt 
or play hide-and-seek to encourage children to 
explore the garden and stimulate their curiosity 
about the outdoors. If you have daisies in the 
garden, teach them to make daisy chains.

■ Set up bird feeding and cleaning stations. 

Birds come to gardens to feed, breed, nest and 
rest. To make sure your garden is accommodating, 
introduce a bird house, feeding station or a bird 


bath - all of these are a must for budding young 
bird watchers. The water in a bird bath needs to 
be at least 2.5cm deep and should be placed in the 
open away from areas where cats may hide. 

■ Store logs. Plenty of wildlife makes its home 
in dead wood, and other animals use it as a source 
of food. Children can help make this into a proper 
wildlife shelter in a small, shady spot so that it 
remains cool and damp. If moving wood, check 
beforehand that nothing has already made itself 
at home.

IT’S A-Level results day 
today. After many months 
of hard work followed by 
a long, nerve-wracking 
wait, students all over the 
country will know the 
outcome of those dreaded 
exams.

way off. As Savills 
spokeswoman Yolande 
Barnes points out: “We 
are still far from a 
housing market boom, 
although the next three 
years may look like a mini 
boom in relation to the 
last five.” 

Living as close to 
London as we do, it is 
easy to be swayed by 
performance of our city 
cousins.

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the fact that you can’t see the 
cruise control stalk because it’s 
behind the steering wheel. It’s 
not difficult to use ‘blind’ but it 
does take a bit of trial and 
error. 

This 104bhp 1.6-litre diesel 
engine is hardly a powerhouse 
but it does offer useful punch 
from around l,900rpm on the 
stylish rev counter up to about 
3,200rpm. Given that it was 
almost brand new during the 
test, you can expect it to loosen 
up a little at both ends of the 
rev range as the odometer spins 
on. 

There’s a more powerful 1.6 
diesel but it’s best to avoid the 
low-powered 1.3, which really 
struggles to pull the MPW’s 
mass. 

The 500L MPW, silly names 
and small flaws aside, has an 
endearing quality about it. It 
does a job and it feels cheerful, 
which makes it a relaxing and 
pleasant car in which to take 
the kids to school, parties or 
the beach. 

Like the 500 hatchback it’s 
highly customisable and handy 
touches like the movable boot 
floor, in-boot hooks, additional 
12-volt charging sockets and 
large tailgate lip ‘seat’ make it a 
real-world star.

T HE Fiat 500 is a brand in its 
own right. Arguably in 
some ways the 500 badge 
transcends Fiat itself - and the 
Italian firm isn’t daft: it’s 
spreading that name around 
new models to capture some of 
the 500’s verve. 

Here’s the next stage of the 
500 family expansion: the 500L 
MPW. You have to wonder 
whether there were a few 
wayward translations on the 
road to naming it, but one of 
Fiat’s names for it is the “Magic 
Power Wagon” 
joking aside, the 500L MPW 
has an extra 20cm grafted onto 
the same chassis as the 
standard 500L, giving it enough 
boot space for two occasional- 
use rear seats. They don’t come 
as standard but can be added 
for an extra £800 or so to create 
what Fiat calls a 5+2 layout. 

The legroom in the two 
rearmost seats is tight and 
they’re best reserved for the 
smallest children in the car. 
They also reduce the five-seater 
version’s 560-litre boot space by 
70 litres when folded flat. With 
them raised the remaining 
luggage space is negligible, as 


with most seven-seat cars. 

This is the smallest seven- 
seater you can buy at just 4.35 
metres long and 1.78 metres 
wide (excluding the mirrors). 

Its high roof and shoulder line 
make it look bigger than it is, 
but you’re certainly glad of the 
slimline dimensions when it 
comes to urban driving. 

It’s surprisingly nimble as 
you dash into side streets and 
to be honest it doesn’t feel like a 
people-carrier at all - until you 
fill it with screaming kids. 

While the third row of seats is 
cramped, there’s much better 
news from the middle bench 
seat. There’s acres of space for 
heads, shoulders, knees and 


toes, with a driver of more than 
six feet leaving plenty of room 
behind him even for adult legs. 

The seats are unusually soft 
andcomfortable in an age of 
increasingly firm padding and 
despite the rather odd-looking 
‘inscription’ style upholstery 
graphics, the front five seats 
are very likeable. 

Similarly, the chunky steering 
wheel with ‘squircle’ design 
leather and the solid ancillary 
stalks behind it. 

The clutch for this 1.6-litre 
diesel model is sprung just 
heavily enough to offer 
appropriate resistance but 
lightly enough to make low- 
speed ratio-shuffling a breeze 


for your left leg. The gearshift 
itself is notchy - more so than 
some rivals - and takes a 
slightly firmer and more 
committed push to locate a co; 
in the widely-spaced gate. 

Any family car needs to be 
practical and the 500L MPW 
delivers in spades. There are 
upper and lower glove boxes, 
and although the former’s lid 
hinge mechanism is a little 
primitive, together they offer 
loads of storage space. On top 
of these two are shelves and 
bins of various shapes and 
sizes that would be fit for loos 
change, receipts and gadgets.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

ANDREW Osagie was pleased 
that he had given “100 per cent” 
as he produced a stunning per¬ 
formance to claim fifth place in 
the 800m final at the World 
Athletics Championships in 
Moscow on Tuesday evening. 

The Harlow Athletic Club 
member put in a brilliant final 
lOOmetres sprint and finished 
ahead of the world’s fastest 
800m runner this year, 
American Duane Solomon. 

Considering 25-year-old 
Osagie, who attended school at 
Harlow’s Burnt Mill, has com¬ 
bated food poisoning and a 
hamstring injury it was a bril¬ 
liant achievement to reach the 
final let alone beat his best and 
finish fifth. 

He clocked 1 minute 44.36 sec¬ 
onds in the race, shown live on 
BBC1. 

He said afterwards: “I never 
thought the day would come 
when I was happy finishing 
fifth, it was slightly better and 
quicker than I expected. 

“I am happy, but frustrated I 
couldn’t get a medal. There was 
probably a medal available if I 
was in my lifetime-best shape 
but I wasn’t. I am trying to keep 
my feet on the ground and keep 
trying despite the problems. 

“You’ve got to work hard or you 
are not going to achieve what 
you want to achieve. 

“All I did was come out here 
today and give 100 per cent. And 
that’s what I did. Thanks to eve¬ 
ryone again. All the support 
staff, physios, girlfriend, family, 
everyone. Thanks for all your 
support.” 

The race was won by Ethiopian 
Mohammed Oman in 1:43.1, just 
pipping American Nick 
Symonds. Djibouti’s Ayanleh 
Souleiman took the bronze. 

Osagie had qualified for the 
final despite finishing fourth in 
Sunday’s semi-final. 

He was the second quickest 
loser, but he had it all to do in the 
final. Midway through the race 
he looked out of it, but sprinted 
on to close the gap. 


Then with 150m to go he 
appeared out of it again. 

However, Osagie, of 
Northbrooks in Harlow, stormed 
through to finish just a second 
behind the winner. You have to 
wonder what he could have 
achieved had his season not 
been dogged by injury. 

Olympic gold medal winner 
Paula Radcliffe paid tribute to 
Osagie afterwards. “He’ll grow 
in confidence from that because 
he’ll look at that and see what he 
has done on the preparation he 
has had - which is very little - 


and know that with good prepa¬ 
ration and working hard he can 
go close. 

“He’ll also be frustrated at 
everything that has happened 
this year. He got food poisoning 
and a hamstring injury. So there 
are things that can fire him up 
during the winter.” 

Olympic champion Denise 
Lewis added: “He stuck to his 
race plan and when it was time 
to make an effect he was deci¬ 
sive, he made sure he got that 
extra place and can be proud 
tonight.”
